All But Two of Them Expected to Re- 


cover—It is Alleged and Denied 


that the Vessel was Racing 


with a Rival. 


CHICAGO, June 24.— The whaleback 


steamer Christopher Columbus met 
with a serious accident to her machin- 
ery on her return from Milwaukee 
Saturday night. The wind was blow- 
ing from the south and she was mak- 
ing fast time, when, directedly off 
Waukeegun, there was a terrible explo- 
sion followed by a flash of flame and 
the boat was immediately enveloped 
in a cloud of steam. Fourteen per- 
sons, several of them ladies, were se- 
verely scalded. 


On the arrival of the steamer at her 


dock at 3 o'clock yesterday morninj 
the injured were taken in police am 
bulances to St. Luke's hospital, where 
it was said that all but two of them 
would recover. 


The cause of the accident, as ex 


plained by Engineer Webster of the 
whaleback, was that the fitting on the 
main steam 
pipe "let go." This 


caused the explosion and the escape of 
the steam. 
The accident was un- 


avoidable and uaccountable. 
The 


boilers were tested only last week and 
found to be all right. 


The Christopher Columbus went into 


commission for the season Saturday 
morning. She left on a trip to Mil- 
waulkee with 500 passengers on board 
and left the Cream City on time for 
the return to this city. Everything 
went all right until off Waukeegan, 
when the accident look place. 


It is asserted by passengers that the 


Columbus was racing with the Vir- 
ginia, of the Goodrich line, but Capt. 
Robert Smith denied the report, say- 
ing that the boat had new engines and 
that he was not foolhardy enough to 
attempt to race with any boat. 


As soon as the explosion took place, 


the utmost excitement ensued ainong 
the passengers and the captain and 
stewards had considerable difficulty in 
calming their fears. 
There were 


three physicians on board and the in- 
jured were attended to promptly. 


The pipe that burst was discon- 


nected at once from the boiler and the 
vessel came on steady under reduced 
steam with three boilers until met off 
Grosse Point by a tug and brought 
into port. 


An agent of the steamship company 


took occasion to deny the story of a 
race or intended race. 
Boatmen, how- 


ever, say they were looking for a race 
between the rival steamers, and they 
fully expected a brush when the two 
boats got their noses together. 


A member of the Virginia's crew 


said that when the two boats came 
abreast of each other on the down 
course there were evidences to his 
mind that a raw was imminent if not 
actually in progress at the time. 


"Then," he added, "the whaleback 


fell behind us. Why, I could not say, 
but it was not long before it was away 
astern of us." 


Capt. Smith had the following to say- 


about the accident: 


"We had passed Waukeegan at 7:30 


o'clock when one of the main pipes of 
the boiler blew out. Immediately we 
shut off steam and'attended to the ac 
cident. After that it took us about 
two and a half hours before we could 
start again." 


When asked if the rumor among the 


passengers to the effect that the acci- 
dent was due partially to his anxiety 
to beat tho Virginia was true, he 
entered a positive denial. 


"When the accident occurred," he 


said, "the Virginia was at least two 
miles ahead of us, and it is not likely 
that we would try to race with brand 
new engines. Were not racing at all 
—in fact, we were running behind our 
time." 


There are s!x boilers on the boat, 


and the disconnecting of the steam- 
pipe disabled all six. 


MURDERED IN HIS OFFICE

the 
Desperate Burglar who Rob* 
Monejr Drawer and Escape*. 


CHICAGO, June 24.—At 2:30 o'clock 


yesterday C. B. Birch, one of the 
cashiers of the West Chicago Street 
Railway Co., was murdered in his of- 
fice in the car barns at Milwaukee and 
Armitage avenues, and bis cash drawer 
•was rifled of from $100 to $300. 


Birch was alone when a burglar en- 


tered. 
There were men out in tha 


barn, but there was no one w ithiu 
calling distance. The cashier was in 
a wire cage, but had left the door 
open. The burglar came in and de- 
manded the money in the drawer 
Birch reached for his revolver and was 
immediately shot. He fell to the floor, 
but managed to fire one shot which 
•went wild. 


The burglar fired three times into 


his body and then emptying the cash 
drawer ran out with its contents and 
escaped. The safe in the office con- 
tained $5,000 in currency and the door 
•was open, but the money was not 
touched. 


Birch died yesterday morning at 7 


o'clock and while he was able to give 
a good description of his murderer,'no 
trace of him has been found. 


THE 
IRISH 
RESPONSIBLE 


For the Cvlnlt in the Cabinet of Their

LONDON, June 23.—Postmaster-Gen- 


eral Arnold Morley and the secretary 
of state for war were summoned to 
confer with Lord Roscbery after the 
adjournment of the cabinet council 
yesterday.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The officials 


of the Japanese legation regard as 
premature the statement

miral Ito will be sent to San Francisco 
with a fleet of Japanese vessels as soon 
as affairs in Formosa become more 
tranquil. The legation have not been 
apprised of such intention on the par 
of the Japanese government It is not 
probable that an event of so much inter- 
national interest would be plannec 
•without due notice being- given to 
them 
For this reason they are dis 


posed to doubt the correctness of the 
report.

Queer Reasoning of "Coin." 


Speaking for the free coinage of silver 


a lew days since, W. H. Harvey, "Coin," 
made this declaration: 


The. persons to be benen'tted by the 
tree coinage of silver are the people of 
the United States. Added to gold it 
gives us double the quantity of primary 
or redemption money tht»t we now have. 
It increases doubly the quantity of com- 
mercial blood in the country. A silver 
bullion owner is not benen'tted except in 
common with the people of the United 
Stateti. 
Why? 
Because he can now 


exchange an ounce of uncoined silver, 
worth 65 cents, for a bushel of wheat, 
but if a bill passes giving unlimited free 
coinage of silver his ounce of silver will 
be worth $1.29, and wheat will go sub- 
stantially to §1.29; so that his ounce of 
silver will buy him no mere wheat when 
we have free coinage than it will buy 
him now; and as to all articles on which 
no trusts exist the same would be true. 


Such rot as this, whether written or 


spoken, is extremely disgusting;^ not eo 
much on account of its absurdities as it 
carries with it the conviction that on 
the part of Mr. Harvey there is a pre- 
uumption that there are American cit- 
izens who hold the right of suffrage who 
will accept such assumptions as reason- 
able and will be controlled at the polls 
by them. To assume that the silver 
bullion or the silver mine-owner has 
none other than the average citizen's 
interest in the free coinage of silver, in 
face of the fact that every one of them 
is in favor of the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 1C to 1, and every one of 
them, from Senator Stewart of Nevada 
down to the most insignificant mine- 
owner who is a creditor, or liable to be- 
come a creditor, is afraid of silver, and 
demands and contracts for payment in 
gold, is too ridiculous to be accepted by 
any man who takes the trouble to think. 


This same fact disposes of "Coin.' 


Harvey's other proposition that it can 
make no difference with the silver bul- 
ion owner because his ounce of bullion 
now only buys one bushel of wheat and 
under free coinage his ounce of silver 
will advance to 81.29 and wheat will be 
worth $1.29 a bushel. It is evident the 
;il ver bullion producer does not expect to 
trade bullion for wheat or he would not 
be so particular about his gold contracts, 
lie is afraid he will be paid in "his own 
coin'' and is not disposed to stake his for- 
une on Harvey's theory of silver going 
to 81.29 and wheat going with it. They 
nay be as dishonest as Harvey but they 
are not as foolish as he, providing Har- 


ey believes what he says. 
'•The free coinage of silver,'' Harvey 
ajs, '-will advance silver from 65 cents 


ounce to 81.29, and will advance 


wheat to 81.29 a bushel, so that an ounce 
of silver will buy no more wheat or any 
other article,'' except such as are con- 
trolled by trusts, than now. This is the 
same as, saying that free coinage will ad- 
vance the price of silver and everything 
else which is produced will advance 100 
per cent, except those products which 
are conl rolled by trusts. Why trusts 
cannot advance the price of their pro- 
ducts will appear mysterious to ev- 
ery Dody but Harvey. The trouble with 
Harvey when he made this declaration 
was this: He was trying to make it ap- 
pear the silver bullion owner could 
derive no benefit beyond the common 
one that would accrue to all the people 
alike. This accounts for the manner in 
which the demagogue put his foot in it. 
But let us carry out his assumption a 
little further. Silver and gold are pro- 
duced from the same mine. 
Gold is as 


much a product as silver. The same 
labor that produces the one produces 
the other, but, according to this mounte- 
bank who assumes to teach American 
voters how to vote, free silver coinage 
would advance the silver product of the 
mine 10U per cent, but would not ad- 
vance the gold product at all. 
Or if a 


gold mine and a silver mine and a lead 
mine were side by side the product of 
silver and lead mine would be advanced 
in value 100 per cent, and the product 
of the gold mine would not be advanced* 
Now as to the advance* of other pro- 


in connection with the capital that em- 
ploys and pays them makes business go? 


There is still one more element in 


Harvey's logic to consider. Suppose free 
silver would raise the price of wheat and 
every other product here 100 per cent., 
it would not raise'the price of wheat in 
the European market, or the price of 
any article brought from abroad by im- 
porters. The price would be raised by 
the importer when he sold his imports 
to our people. This lands us upon tlfe 
cold fact that this condition would sim- 
ply mean that our currency would con- 
sist of 50-cent dollars. This is the logic

A SUBSTANTIAL VICTORY 


For Indiana's Governor Over the Roby Ra- 


cing Association. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 23.—In an 


exhaustive opinion handed down by 
the supreme court yesterday, and in 
which all the judges concur, the gov- 
ernor gained a substantial victory over 
the Eoby Kacing association, his con- 
tentions being fully sustained by the 
court. The laws of Indiana provide 
that no racing meet shall last more 
than fifteen days, and thirty days must 
intervene between each meet by an as- 
sociation. The Roby association has 
been changing its name every fifteen 
days to conform to the law, but the 
court npw says: 


"The contention of the racing asso- 


ciation that it has the right to sublet 
the track and thus provide for contin- 
uous races is plausible, but such a con- 
struction of the law would defeat its 
whole purpose." 


The effect of the dicision will be to 


prevent winter racing- in Indiana and I 
also summer racing except for a period 
of fifteen days at a time. Thirty days 
must then elapse after each meet be- 
fore the track can again open for an- 
other fifteen days.
